Volcano. 


A thrilling escape from death v.as 
had by a num ber of well drillers on 
th e Weston farm, southeast of Wells- 
ville, this week, and the particulars 
h,.\( just reached this city. 
Oil had 
been struck 
at 
several 
points, and a larger well whch was ex­ 
pected to be a gusher was in process 
of drilling. 
The work was completed, 
and by Tuesday afternoon all was in 
readiness to shoot the well. 
Thei 
were 2b quarts of nitroglycerine on the 
ground, to be used in the operation 
The explosive was lowered to the bot 
tom in lots of 40 quarts each, a stout 
cord being used for the purpose. 
The first 40 quarts had been safely 
placed, and a large crowd had gather 
ed around the well to watch the work 
Wlmn the seccnd lot was being lower 
eel the cord broke, and the lives of 
all were in imminent danger. 
"Run for your lives.” was the com 
maud 
instantly obeyed, and 30 per 
sons took shelter at a safe distance 
In less than 10 seconds’ tim e 'h e 
ground shook, and with a reverberat 
ing roar, which was plainly heard in 
Wellsviile, an im m ense 
column 
of 
rook, dirt and smoke was throw n to 
a great 
height. 
M ount 
Pelee 
itself 
could not have looked more forbid 
ding. 
The oil did not appear, and the 
ow ners of the well were disappointed. 
The shaft is now partly filled up by 
the explosion, which took place sev­ 
eral hundred feet from the bottom. 
T he drillers say the well would have 
been a big producer if the right quan­ 
tity of nitroglycerine had been explod­ 
ed properly. 
The other 40 quarts of the stuff was 
above ground, close to the well’s open­ 
ing, and vet did not explode. 
Had it 
done so many would have been in stan t­ 
ly killed.

Tuesday evening by persons in Wells- 
ville, but nobody knew the cause.

per cent or higher. 
Lewis Speke on Haskins’ Amendment. 
At the opening ot the executive ses 
sion Vice President Lewis took the 
Poor 
and 
delivered 
an 
energetic 
speech on the amendment offered by 
Delega® Haskins, in the morning, to 
the effeft that the fund to be raised 
in aid of the anthracite miners be 
extended to all of the striking miners 
where their strike has been sanction 
ed by the general organization. 
He 
declared that he thought all the min 
eis should be taken care of In like 
manner. 
He also warned the conven 
tion that it would he necessary for 
tne convention to so word its recom­ 
mendations as to avoid the laws of 
Pennsylvania, which, he said, might 
cause trouble when an attempt should 
be made to collect the assessments of 
the men through the check offices by 
lu nging an injunction to restrain al 
leged conspiracy. 
President Mitchell then 
took

floor to speak for the adoption of the 
recommendations made in his speech 
of Thursday. 
In part he told the con 
mention that the strikes in West Vir 
ginia and elsewhere were being pro 
tected by the

that the assessment which was under 
discussion was necessary for the sup 
port of the anthracite strike 
alone, 
end should not be diverted

jurpose.

Mr. Mitchell assured that the strike

the Pittsburg district

other strikes would be looked after 
without splitting up the fund for the 
anthracite men, and again urged the 
men to dismiss from their minds the 
idea of a general strike.

tic cheers. 
President Dolan, of district number 
Pittsburg secured the floor to ex 
plain conditions in his district.

Hutton 
also pleaded guilty to a charge of car­ 
rying concealed weapons. 
They were arrested by Officers Daw­ 
son and Dunn at the instance of Ho­ 
mer Fairbanks, who runs a confection­ 
ery store at oil? West Market street. 
Very much excited ami with cold sweat 
dripping from

brow, 
Fairbanks 
found the officers in the Diamond and 
unfolded his tale. He stated that two 
men had smashed in the rear of 
his 
store and when he 
arrived on

scene, having been apprised of the fact 
by a neighbor who saw the whole per­ 
formance, one of them drew a revolver 
and pointed it at his lace.

Large Quantity of Nitroglycerine Went 
Off. Causing M neature 
Volcano. 


A thrilling escape from death 
had bv a num ber of well drillers on 
th e Weston farm, southeast of W ells­ 
ville, this week, and the particulars 
h „\. just reached this city. 
Oil had 
been struck 
at 
several 
points, and a larger well Witch was ex­ 
i s t e d to be a gttsin r was in process 
of drilling. 
The work was completed, 
and by Tuesday afternoon all was in 
readiness to shoot the well, 
Tiler* 
were 2<> quarts of nitroglycerine on the 
ground, to lie used in tin operation. 
The explosive was lowered to tho bot­ 
tom in lots of 40 quarts each. a stout 
cord being used for the purpose. 
The first 40 quarts had been safely 
placed, and a large crowd had gath er­ 
ed around the well to watch the work. 
W hen the second lot was b ein g lower­ 
ed the cord broke, and the lives of 
all were in im m inent danger, 
“Run for your lives.” was the com ­ 
mand. instantly obeyed, and 30 per­ 
sons took shelter at a safe distance. 
In less than IO seconds’ tim e *he 
ground shook, and with a rev e rb era t­ 
ing roar, which was plainly heard in 
Wellsville, an im m ense 
column 
of 
rock, dirt and smoke was thrown to 
a great 
height. 
M ount 
Pelee 
itself 
could not have looked more forbid­ 
ding. 
The oil did not appear, and the 
owners of the well were disappointed. 
The shaft is now partly filled up by 
the explosion, which took place sev­ 
eral hundred feet from the bottom. 
The drillers say the well would have 
been a big producer if the right quan­ 
tity of nitroglycerine had been explod­ 
ed properly. 
T he other 40 quarts of the stuff was 
above ground, close to the well's open­ 
ing, and yet did not explode. 
Had it 
done so many would have been in stan t­ 
ly killed. 
The report and smoke 
were 
seen 
Tuesday evening by persons in W ells­ 
ville, but nobody knew the cause.
